Remittances Will Be Forwarded 
and Check Accounts Main- 
tained Without Cost. 


The Hanover National Bank of the 
City of New York stands ready to 
assist in the financing of army and 
navy men who go abroad, free of com- 
mission. The service is not limited 
to depositors of correspondent fnati- 
tutions, but is extended to all who 
enter the service of the United States. 

The bank has two plans, both of 
which have been worked out by Wil- 
liam H, Suydam, mapager of the 
Foreign department. The first is the 
straight remittance. Anyone desir- 
tosend money to an officer or soldier 
in service on the other side may make 
his payment at the office of the Han- 
over, orat any bank ia the country, 
andin due time he will receive a re- 
ceipt with the signature of the sol- 
dier. The Hanover’s correspondence 
in France and Englaud have agreed 
to attend to the remittances without 
charge and the Hanover makes no 
charge. Persons out of town have 
only to request their local banks that 
the remittunce be sent through the 
Hanover and uo charge will be made.

German Occupation of Odessa In- 
creases Teutonic Menace 
in East. 


NEW ROAD TO INDIA OPENED 


President Wilson, in Message to Rus- 
sian Soviets, Issues Defi to Kalser 
—American Troops in Many 
Raids. 


Announcement that German troops 
have occupied Odessa is one of the 
most significant of recent develop- 
ments. This actlon by Germany, in 
Spite of the conclusion of the so-called 
peace with Russia, was expected ul- 
timately, but it came somewhat us a 
surprise because of the fact that little 
had been heard of the Germans and 
Austrians in that region, 

The occupation of Odessa, the great- 
est Russian port on the Black sea, is 
of the greatest linportance for several 
reasons. First, it gives the Germans 
control of the center of a great agri- 
cultural section, the products of which 
are desired to feed the hungry peoples 
of the central empires. 

With Odessa safely in their hands, 
the Teutons will have aceess to vast 
stores of wheat whith can be trans- 
ported overland or by sen to points 
where tt can be readily shipped into 
Austria and Germany. 

But the capture of Odessa will mean 
something more—an. advance over the 
route to Persia and Azghanistan, anc 
possibly India, which is to he followed 


now that the British have severed the | 


famons Berlin and Bagdad route to the 
East. 

The passing of Odessa into German 
 eontrol will make possible the con 
pletion -of-the German military line 
across Russia from the Baltic at 
Narva (81 miles from Petrograd) to 
the Binek sen. It gives the Germans 
contral not only of the resourees of 
the Ukraine, but of the bulk of Rus- 
sia's grain stores and of the vast ex- 
port trade of Russia's southern prov- 
Inces, 

“Control of this territory opens a 
route for a German land drive into 
the far East, by way of Batum, in 
Trans-Caucasia (which was taken 
from Russia at Brest-Litovsk and giv- 
en to Turkey), Buku, across the 
Caspian sea to Krasnovodsk, in Turke- 
stan. and through Merv to the border 
of Afghanistan, thus threatening the 
Indian empire. 

Another route is through Teheran. 
across central Persia to Ispahan and 
. thence to Shiraz, to the Indian fron- 
Mer, spelling equal menace to. Brit- 
aln's far Eastern possessions. 

The carrying out by the Teutonic 
Powers of their plans for conquest In 
the East bronght from President Wil- 
son a move which was declared to he 
one of the boldest made by any gov- 

ernment since the war began. This 
action was in the form of a message 
dispatched te‘the Russian congress of 
soviets in session at Moscow. In this 
message President Wilson pledged the 
power of the United States to secure 
a free Russia. He declared that the 
United States “will avall itself of ev- 
ery opportunity to secure for Russia 
once more complete sovereignty and in- 
dependence in her own affairs and full 
restoration to her great role in the 
Nfe of Europe and the modern world." 

President Wilson's message was re- 
garded as a second declaration of war 
——a declaration of war on the German 

* government until tt is compelled to 
relinquish its hold on Russia. The 
’ president proposed, in effect, that the 

United States and its allies shall fight 
until Russin regains unimpalred soy- 
ereignty and independence. The mes- 
‘sage was also regarded as a direct re- 
ply to the recent oaddress on pence 
* terms made by Count von Hertling, the 
. German chancellor.

Not merely has the Dobrudja been tak- 
en from Roumania, but Berlin and Vi- 
enna, who have expressed themselves 
piously as opposed to annexations, are 
now tnsisting upon a rectification of 
frontier that will give to Austria all 
the strategic mountain passes and 
dominating heights, Including the Iron 
Gates of the Danube, along the w :st- 
ern frontier of Roumania. 

This is precisely what Austria did 
to Italy when the boundary I{ne was 
delimited by treaty, and the fact that 
Austria controlled every vantage point 
along the Isonzo and in the Alps when 
the war began immeasurably added to 
the difficulties of Cadorna’s campaign- 
ing. 

Berlin {s determing} that Roumania 
shall be placed in a helpless position at 
the feet of Austria, covered by Aus- 
trian guns and rendered forever in- 
capable of acting otherwise than the 
central powers approve.

Intense aerial activity on the part 
of both the entente allies and the 
Teutonic forces has developed. Sixty 
Jerman airplanes took part in a raid 
on Paris, v hich resulted in heavy cns- 
ualties, finul figures showing at least 
100 persuns to have been killed and 
79 wounded. Among’ the dead was an 
Amerieun ‘woman, Miss Winga Caro- 
linn Martin, who was a ¥. M. Cc. A 
canteen worker, Miss Martin was one 
of six persons killed in a hospital 
which was struck by a bomb. Among 
those killed were a large number of 
women and children who were crushed 
to death f€ a panic at the entrance 
to a subway station where hundreds 
sought refuge from the enemy bombs. 

However, while the Huns were boust- 
ing of this most “suecessful” raid, the 
airmen of the allies were not idfe. 
British aviators invaded Germany. 
making a daytght rafd on Coblentz. 
one of the important railroad centers | 
in western Germany. the seat of big 
nilitary barracks and extensive mu- 
nidions works. A ton of high explo. 4 
stardng 
fires in many sections, This was the 
third daylight raid on the enemy coun- 
try ina pertod of four days, 

fehind the lines. in Flanders and 
France the British avintors are alse 
Maintaining the effective work they 
have been doing lately. The territory 
from Lille south to Cambrai has been 
sawn with bombs, railroud sidings and 
ammunition dumps in the region of 
Maubeuge, Valenciennes, Dyual and 
Cambria being attacked. 

The enemy ts getting all the worst 
of the air fighting. and his apparent 
fnahility to check the British flyers or 
to take the initiative himself in. this 
{mpertant sphere rather discounts his 
loud hoasts of readiness for a grent 
offensive. It is to be doubted if he 
enn venture any large-scale offensive 
while the overhead fields of battles are 
so thoroughly contrelled by his op- 
ponents.

Announcement that Secretary of 


War Baker had landed in France gave 
rise to all sorts of speculation as to 
the real purpose of his trip: At Wash- 
ington the official announcement was 
made thot the secretury's visit to 
France is for purely military purposes 
and has no diplomatic significance. At 
the same time the view was expressed 
in some quarters that Mr. Buker’s trip 
might have some connection with the 
views of American commanders that 
the allies should undertake a deter- 
mined offensive on the west front this 
year instead of remaining on the @e- 
fensive and awaiting the expected of- 
fensive of the German ferces. The tre- 
mendous growth of the Amerlenan ex- 
peditlonary forces recently, with the 
promise that American troops will be 
ready to tnke part {n a general offen- 
sive this yenr, is expected to give the 
views of the American high command 
great weight with the allled command- 
ers, Secretary Baker has announced 
that he expects to make a thorough in- 
spection of all the American forces 
abroad and to hold important confer- 
ences with American military com- 
manders. It is known that he has been 
enger for several months to talk over 
with General Pershing the many preb- 
lems that have arisen jn connection 
with the war plans, 

Secretary Baker arrived in Paris 
just in time to witness the pretentious 
atr ruld by German airplanes on the 
French capital. In an interview given 
out in Paris after the rald, Mr. Baker 


said: “It was my first experience of 
the actualittes of war and a revelation

While no official announcement haa 
been made, the general impression 
prevalis that new plans of the Amer!- 
ean war department call for the dis- 
patch of American troops to France 
inuch more rapidly than was proposed 
in the earller plans. The indications 
are that an effort will be made to 
bring the American expeditionary 
force up to a strength of approximate- 
ly 1,000,000 men by the middle of the 
summer, instead of 500,000 men as 
was contemplated by the original plans 
of the war department. The dispatch 
of many National army units is expect- 
ed soon, in accordance with the plan 
that has been adopted of forming an 
army corps out of two divisions of the 
regular army, two divisions of the Na- 
tional Guard and two divisions of the 
National ariny. AS many units of the 


| National Guard are ulrendy overseas, 


with the larger number of regular army 
divisions, it is expected that the move- 
ment of several divisions of the Na- 
tional army will follow soon. 

That the movement of troops will 
he more rapid thin was at first be- 
lieved possible is indicated by the an- 
nouncement of the war department 
that the second draft. which will he 
mide 2s soon as needed legislation 
ean be secured from congress, will eall 
out appreximately §00.000 men. Only 
the rapid movement of many divisions 
now {in cantenments in this country 
could make room for this large num- 
ber of new draft men. In this connec- 
tion tt (ts predicted ubroud that.

Americans at heme continue to he 
electrifivd by. reports of the exploits 
of Pershing’s troops in the seeters 
which are now held by the Americans, 
Successful raids have been made re- 
peatedly hy the 
the American artillery hes won inany 
duels with the big guns of the enemy. 
One raid on the new United States 
frant in Lorraine was declared ta be 
the most successful encounter In which 
American sealdters have engaged dur- 
ing the wur. In this raid. infantry 
units penetrated the enemy lines to a 
depth of hetween 400 and 600 yards at 
some points. “The raid followed a hom- 
bardment hy American guns which 
lusted four hours and which wrecked 
the enemy's front trenches ard harbed 
wire entanglements. Three successive 
raids at different points on this sector 
nil proved highly successful, the Amer- 
icans capturing a number of prisoners 
and returning to their own trenches 
with smal! casualties. In a raid on 
the Ton] sector, the American soldiers 
penetrated the German trenches to a 
depth of 300 yards. After some hand- 
to-hand fighting ir which a number of 
the enemy were killed and wounded, 
the raiders returned to their lines with 
much material and information, al- 
though they captured no prisoners. It 
was reported that every American who 
left the front line on this raid re 
turned. 

The American troops in the Toul 
sector have heen subjected to a terrific 
artillery fire, the German apprrently 
having concentrated strong forces of 
artillery on this sector. It was re- 
ported that in some places the bom- 
bardment reduced the first line 
trenches to ruins but the Amerienns 
at those points continued to had their 
positions in shell craters. ‘fhe Ameri- 
ean artillery also has heen active on 
ali sectors held by Pershing’s ten, 
bombarding towns. and roads in the 
rear of the German lines.

This, 
it is pointed out, will do away with 
cross country hauling, besides bring- 
ing about a direct and speedy distri- 
bution straight from the mines to the 
Rearby consumers. 


HORSE POISONING STIRS MCS 


Man Nearly. Lynched for Interrupting 
Protest Meeting. 


Covington, Ky.—A crowd estimated 
at 10,000, which included men, women 
and children here Sunday afternoon 
participated in a remarkable demon- 
stration of patriotic protest against 
pro-German propaganda in Covington 
as exemplified by the poisoning of 500 
of 726 government artillery horses 
shipped from Camp Grant, Ill, for an 
Atlantic seaport. 

Emotions of the throng had been 
aroused to a high pitch of patriotic 
fervor when an interruption from 4 
man giving the name of Richard 
Schmidt, 23 years old, nearly brought 
about his lynching. As it was he was 
severely beaten before police locked 
him up. 

The mass meeting of protest was 
held under the auspices of the Citizens’ 
Patriotic league of Covington. It de- 
cided to send a memorial to congress 
calling upon the congressional law 
makers to enact a law interning every 
alien within the borders of the United 
States and making more stringent 
laws governing traitorous acts. 


DAYLIGHT SAVING BILL PASSED 


j All Clocks in Country to Be Set Ahead 


One Hour On March 31, 


Washington—The daylight saving 
bill has passed both senate and house. 
Under its terms all time-pieces are to 
be advanced one hour beginning the 
last Sunday in March. 

The change in time will remain in 
effect until the last Sunday in October 
when clocks will be turned back again. 

Millions of dollars annually will be 
saved to the country by putting the 
plan into effect, according to its sup- 
porters. Approximately $40,000,000 
alone will be saved in the nation’s 
lighting bill, it is said. 

The general plan proposed was 
adopted last year in many European 


j countries with marked success, and 


has the approval of virtually all in- 
dustries and commercial — establish- 
ments in the United States. 


SEED CORN AT $5.00 A BUSHEL

Nearly 100,000 Bushels. 


East Lansing—Almost 100,000 bush- 
els of seed corn, which will be sold at 
cost to Michigan farmers in districts 
where a shortage exists, are en route 
here, or have already arrived, accord- 
ing to an announcement from the gov- 
ernor's seed corn committee. 

The announcement, made by the 
committee through the Michigan Ag- 
ricultural college, states that the corn, 
all. of which is adapted to Michigan 
conditions, will be distributed at $5 
a bushel on the basis of acreage adap- 
tability and need.

HOLLAND TO BE ASSURED FOOD 


The Tonnage Which Is in American 
Ports Will-Speed Up Orders to 
Rysh Armies to France. 


ashington—Six hundred thousand 
tohs of Dutch shipping in Allied ports 
are to be taken over by the United 
States and Great Britain to speed the 
movement of American troops to 
France. Full compensation is to be 
made to insure food for Holland. This 
was emphasized in official circles. 

Taken only after painstaking con- 
sideration, the action emphasizes, as 
ho single act in. months, President 
Wilson's will to win the war. 

The additional tonnage, 400,000 of 
which is in American ports, will make 
easily possible the execution of the 
new orders that have gone forth from 
the White House to speed up the ar- 
mies to France. 

The effect of the action, which is 
expected to be taken, is to round vp 
finally to uses of the United States 
and the Allies for the period of the 
war all neutral shipping of the world. 

The proposition before Holland is 
to place her ships in the service of 
the Allies voluntarily, or have them 
requisitioned.. With a German gun 
pointed at her head it is not expected 
that’she will enter into a voluntary 
arrangement. 

There is, however, no suggestion 
that Holland will be driven by the act 
into war on the side of Germany. 
Though probably declining terms laid 
down, it is recognized on all sides, 
that the proposition to requisition the 
ships is an entirely legal one in in. 
ternational law. 

However, there is every disposition 
to.treat Holland-with-the-greatest-gen- 
erosity. Her greatest need is food. In 
this respect she is not far from actual 
famine. Regardless of the expectation 
that she will refuse to agree to the 
plan she will get all “he: food she 
needs, 

If- she is blocked in this it will be 
by Germany. And Germany must 
bear the blame of starving her. This 
is the attitude of the American gov. 
ernment. as accurately expressed as 
possible on the basis of information 
from responsibie officials, 

Particulars and terms of the trans- 
action are these: 

Of the 2,100,000 tons of Dutch ship- 
ping, approximately 600,000 are in Al- 
lied ports, divided approximately aa 
follows: 

In United States ports, 400,000; In 
British ports, 100,000, and in other 
Allied ports, 100,000. They have besn 
tied up In these ports because of *he 
unwillingness of the United | States 
and the Allies to give them cargoes 
unless, under guarantees not only 
that goods would not go to Germany, 
but that some of Holland's tonnage 
sorely needed, should be made avail- 
able to the Allies’ needs.

Agrep’to Peace Terms Lald Down By 
ermany—Teutons Gain Thous- 
ands of Square Miles of Land. 


London—The all-Russian congress of 
a soviets, meeting at Moscow, March 
14, by a vote of 453 to 380, decided to 
ratify the peace treaty with the cen- 
tral powers. 

Just one year ago Emperor Nicholas 
abdicated as autocrat of Russia. 

By the peace terms just ratified Ger- 
man militarism takes from the pres- 
ent Russian government thousands of 
square miles of land and millions of 
inhabitants contained in the former im- 
perial terrttories of Finland, Loland, | 
Courland, Lithuanian, Esthonia, Li- 
vonia and the Ukraine in Europe, and 
Batoum, Kars and Erivan in the Cau- 
casus. 

Russia must renounce all claims te 
the occupied. territories in Europe,; 
Germany and Austro-Hungary to de- 
cide the fate of the regions in agree- 
ment with their populations. 

More important to the central pow- 
ers is the reopening of navigation in 
the Black and Baltic seas and the sign- 
ing by Russia under compulsion of a 
new commercial treaty, with guaran- 
tees of a most favored nation treat- 
ment, at least until 1925. The bolshe- 
viki also promised to put an end to 
all propaganda and agitation with the 
central empires and in occupied terri- 
tories under their control.

Sousa at a dinner given in Gil- 
bert's honor, told of his first meeting 
with “Fritz,” and the proposal that Gil- 
[bert teach Sousa how to shoot clay 
pigeons, in return for which instruc- 
tion, Sousa was to teach Gilbert the 
most approved way to play a bass 
drum, : 

As the music master told It, “Fritz” 
had confided his great ambition to be 
come the bass drummer of the Sliver 
Cornet Band of Spirit Lake, Ia. his 
home town, while, on the other hand, 
Sousa told Gilbert that since he was 
known among trafshooters as a mu- 
sician, he was desirous of making a 
reputation among musicians as a trap- 
shooter,. 

Mastered Boom Beats. 

The terms were accepted by both the

MESSAGE TO THE SCOUTS.

The Liberty Loan Honor Flag, 


Anew and distinctive feature will 
be introduced in the Third Liberty 
Loan campaign, and every city or 
town in the country which subscribes 
more than its quota of Liberty bonds 
will be awarded by the Treasury de- 
partment an Honor Flag. ; 

The flag. will be 36 inches wide and 
S4 inches long. The body of the flag 
will be white with a broadfred border, 
and three broad blue vertical stripes 
denoting the Third Loan. The flags, 
which will be of the same quality as 
the flags of the Navy, are already be- 
ing manufactured and will be awarded 
as fast as the right to fly them is won. 
Though awarded by the Treasury de- 
partment, they will be distributed by 
the ,Liberty loan committees of the 
different districts. 


There will also be a National honor 
fiag for each State, to be flown at the 
State capitol, with the name of each 
town winning a flag inscribed upon it.

Robert Roblin Writes of Work at 
Camp Custer. 


March, 17, 1918. 
Dear friend:— 

I believe it is about my turn to write 
a few lines to the Grayling people 
again. 

Since I last wrote youl have been 
transferred into another company, the 
work here is more like attending 
schooland it is study and recitation 
work from 7:30 in the morning until 
4:30 p.m. and numerous night patrol 
formations, doing scouting of various 

, forms, 


I would like very much to explain 
the different subjects this intelligence 
section which I am in studies, but an 
order came out from the Division In- 
telligence officer that no discussion of 
our work either verbal or written be 
given to anyone. . 

There are tea members in this sec- 
tion, Our goal is to become spies 
which are in great demand at the 
front right now, this course lasts from 
six to eight montha the last couple of 
months are in trance, under the su- 
pervision of French officers, we are 
trying to learn to talk French and al- 
so German, the other studies as I said 
before I can not discuss. 


Every one in this section has hada 
five weeks training at S. O..S. school, 
under Captain Taylor of the British 
army. We all qualified'in this course 
and are considered sharp-shooters, 
which is very essential in our work. 
We will have very little use for rifles, 
instead we are to be issued, Colts 45 
automatic pistols soon, that will be 


some more to learn. We are getting | 


so many different things in our work 
to learn, we won't know anything if 
it keeps up. The students in High 
school complain about a few examina- 
tions each month, they should be 
down here, we have from five to ten 
good stiff exams, each week, and no 
low marks go, nothing less than 90% 
so you Can see we have to dig in; well 
why not? We haveto win this war, 
and you can be assured we will too. 

We have been having some nice 
weather down here now. and then but 
on a whole it has been rain and slush. 
When it was snowing at Grayling, we 
were getting rain here, and mud, it is 
as deep here as the snow is up there, 
only worse; it is like glue. 


We expect another bunch in, the 
last of the month. Some of the com- 
panies only have 50, we are nearly up 
to war strength having about;250 men. 

The Red Cross workers of Grayling 
no doubt, would bef pleased to learn 


that the fellows at Camp Custer have 
learned of the fine way they are work- 
ing, to help the boys who are fighting 
and they can be assured, they all ap- 
preciate everything that is being done 
tor them. 

It will soon be time for supper and 
a soldier never fails to answer mess 
cali, so I must close for this time with 
best wishes io yourself and ail the 
Grayling people.

“Unless you are able to send the allies 
at least 75,000,000 bushels of wheat 
over and above what you have éxport- 
ed upto January 1st, and in ‘addition 
to the total exportabic surplus from 
Canada, J cannot take the responsi- 
bility of .asaufing: our people. shat 
there will be food enongh'to win the 
war. Imperative necessity compels 
me to cable you in this blunt. -way 
No one: knows better. than I that the 
American people regardless of na- 
tional and individual sacrifice Have so 
far refused gothing that is needed for 
the war, but.it now lies with America 
to decide whether or not the Allies in 
Europe shall bave enough bread to 
hold out until the United States is 
able to throw her forces in the field. 
I have not. minced words: bécause I 
am convinced that the American peo- 
ple if they :know the truth will not 
hesitate to meet the emergency.” To 
this cable Mr. Hoover has sent the 
following reply: ‘‘We will export every 
grain that the American people save 
‘from their norma! consumption, We 
believe our people will meet the emer- 
gency.” 

The wheat condition as given by 
the U. S. Food Administration is 
that if we eat wheat as we are ai the 
present time there is enough to last 
two months, and we have five mouhst 
to await the harvest. The Australian 
and Argentine. wheat is rotting on 
the docks because there are no ships 
to spare for the long trip. More food 
value can be putin one cubic foot of 
ship space in wheat flour than any 
other commodity. If the American 
people are tosave the situation and 
possibly prevent the English navy be- 
coming the ransom of a hungry peo- 
ple we must practically for a time 
quit eating wheat.

Make Fortunes | by Smuggling 


Traders Run Goods From baal 
Into Sweden, — Bringing - 
Enormous Returns. 


AIDED BY FRONTIER LAXITY 


Haparanda Is the Dawson of Sweden's 
New Klondike Where Gofd and 
Wine Flow Freely—-Typical 
Night Scene. 


Tornea, Russia.—The Tornea river 
ts frozen over ngain and business is 
good in sinugeders’ haven. From far 
up in the Arctic tundra of Lapland 


down to ice-filled Tarnen bay, 380 
miles south of the cirvie,  sledges 
drawo by reindeer, dogs and ponies 


fre crunching across the river by 
night, laden to the runners with tea, 
coffee, rubber and sugar, all bound for 
Sweden, where they ure wortli almost 
their weight in gold. 

Their sources ure Russia and Fin- 
land, and their immediate destination 
Haparanda, on the Swedish side of the 
Tornea river, where ex-sailors, botel 
Waiters and a typical collection of 
frontier town types ure making mopey 
hand over fist aud drinking chunpagne 
for breakfast. 

Haparanda ‘is Swedish, as different 
from war distracted and revolution- 
ridden Russian ‘Corneu as if it were 
hundreds of miles away, instead of 
being separated only by a ten-minute 
sleigh ride in winter aud a ten-minute 
ferry trip iu summer, across the mile- 
wide, stlmon-filled river. liaparanda 
is the Dawson of the new Klotidike, 
and its gold comes from sledges that 
slip by the Russian frontier guards, 
full of ihe cominodities’ Sweden needs. 

It is neurly Aretic, and in the heart 
of winter, there is daylight only five 
hours. 


Frontier Customs Post. 

Before the war Haparanda was a 
tiny village, a frontier customs post. 
The Russian frontier gendarmes were 
vigilant and those who slipped through 
from Finland with smuggled goods 
were very few and. far between, and 
there wus less incentive to smuggle, 
for Sweden imported freely from 
across the seas, The war made Tor- 
nea the rival of Archangel and 
Vladivostok as a port of entry inta 
Russia, Haparanda shared the gain, 
Business buildings of wood and a large 
hotel that looks like a typical Amer- 
ican small town ha}i sprang up almost 
overnight. It is still growing. 

The goose that lays the golden egg 
that buys wine and keeps the poker 
games going lives over in Finland, 
which, although short ‘of: food itself, 
permits millions of kroner worth to 
slip through every month, 

A year ago a Swedish preacher, on 
an Innocent mission, was shot by a 
Russian frontier guard. The trouble 
that resulted led to almost complete 
laxity at the frontler, and now on 
any dark night scores of sleighs slip 
across the river, unmolested, and de- 
posit their cargoes on the Swedish 
ride, Some of the goods go through 
the Swedish customs houses, and the 
duty is paid. Even with the Swedish 
duty there is tremendous profit on the 
shipments. 

Coffee. that the Finnish agents se- 
ten kroner a kilo (2.20 
pounds) brings 20 across the frontier, 
Small boys, muffied in grert overcoats, 
waddle acrogs the river on sklis with 
rubber tires for automobiles wrapped 
around thelr walsts—and rubber is the

The coffee room 
is crowded early, A Serbian “kappel- 
meister” tunes up his violin, A young 
Austrian with a bass viol and three 
plump, smiling German girls, with 
mandolins, the rest of the orchestra, 
play American ragtime. Swedish bar- 
‘maids hurry about with champagne 
and other wines, just as expenstye. 

A young Swede, with a blank-look- 
ing face, who has just made 10,000 


kroner on.a coffee deal, is spending It, 
buying for every one who will accept. 
At a corner table, tipsy but dignified, 
a group of Swedish offteers stiffly re- 
ject such famtiarity, At the other 
tables are Russian officers, in civillan 
clothes, who have slipped across from 
prohibition Tornea to muke a night of 
it; Finnish smugglers, over for the 
same purpose, and perhaps a dozen 
Englishmen, Americans or Frenchmen, 
just escaped from Russia‘s troubles 
and stopping until the night train for 
Stockholm, all glad for a breath of 
gayety {In a neutral town. 

This is any night—but on “punch 
days,” the three days each month when 
it is permitted to sell brandy and oth- 
er spirits, the Ine of sledges that | 
cross the Tornea is continuous, and in!

SOLVES THE SPEED PROBLEM 


Lathe Turns and Bores Shelis With 
Extreme Rapldity—Giant Planer 
First Metal Working Machine 
Built of Concrete and Iron. 


Chicago.—Whlle the entire country 
has been clamoring for quicker action 
in furnishing munitions for war pur- 
poses, Chicagoans have been quietly 
solving the problem of how to produce 
the maximum number of blg guns and 
shells in the shortest possible time. 4 
As a result, Chicago has become an 
active center for the manufacture of 
machinery for smashing Von Hinden-’ 
burg’s defenses. 

The first of the newly invented 
machines being made here is a lathe 
which turns and bores shells with ex- 
treme speed. The second is a machine 
for boring big guns of any size or 
length, and the third is a planer of 
record-breaking size. The planer 13 
bullt of concrete and iron and Is the 
first metal-working machine that has 
ever been built.of that combination, 
It Is the biggest machine of its kind In 
the world, 

These machines are so unusual In 
construction, and can be built with 
, such speed that the methods of manu- 
facture have attracted wide attention 
among experts, 

, Saves Two Years’ Delay. 

Machinery used for war purposes 
formerly was made so slowly that it 
would be impossible to supply with it 
the present demand for quick con- 
struction. An attempt to build the 
blg planer of tron, according to regu- 
lation methods, would have meant a 
delny of nt least two years, 

The machine for boring guns Ig 80 
feet long and weighs 60 tons. But it 
can be placed in the mammoth planer, 
which has a bed 184 feet Yong and 
welghg much more than 2,600,000 
pounds,

MACHINES SPOUT SHELLS AND GUNS

Lucien I, Yeomans, a nephew of Grover 
Cleveland.

Several thousand of the shell mak- 
ing machines have been produeed, 
Euch of these machines can turn and 
bore a shell in from 15 to 20 minutes 
and is usually run 24 hours a day. 

One company has just placed an or- 
der for more than 100 of these min- 
chines, a second’ ordered 75, and a 
third 80. 


They make the American 0 and 8 


inch shells and the British 9.2-Inch 
shells. 

The French are the same size as the 
American, 

These machines turn out shells that 
are weant only for high explosives, 

The shop {n which these machines 
are being made was built In 18 days 
and great speed has marked every step 
in the work, The machines welgh ten 
tons each and are soid at $3,000. They 
are to be turned out In immense num- 
bers during the next few months,

Lack of occas Is stint. ei Chiet 
Drawback to Agriculture In many: 
Parts of: Michigan. 


From Department of Farm Mechanics, 
Michigan Agricultural College. 

East Lansing, Mich.—Most of. us, 
when we think of reclamation projects 
nowadays, call to mind the mammoth 
dams of the nilddie West and the thou- 
sands of acres of once semiarid and 
nonproductive lands now teeming with 
bumper crops. Montana, Wyormlng, 
certain districts in Oregon and Utah— 
these, we would answer, if the’ ques- 
tion were asked us, are the centers of 
agricultural reclamation, 

Few of us would think of inctuding 
Michigan in this list, but the facts of 
the matter are that Michigan really 
is one of the greatest of these. Forty 
thousand acres of our hitherto non- 
productive lands, or lands which in

the past have yielded only a fractiou 
of what they should, have been made 
available for crops and increased ino 
value in the year 1917 alone. 

Our method of reclamation, how- 
ever, has been directly the opposite of 
; that used by our western neighbors. 
They have supplied water fer the 
farms—we have drained it from them. 

Very recently the department me- 
chanics of the college, for purposes 
having to do with the present food 
campaign, set out to ascertain the ex- 
tent to which drainage is being pushed 
within the state. The results of these 
findings were a revelation. 

It was learned, for instane>, that 12,- 
000,080 feet of drain tile 5 fnches in 
diameter and smaller was manufac- 
tured in Michigan in the year 1917, 
while 3,235,720 feet of drain tile larger 
than 5 Inches in diamneter was pro- 
duced, In addition, 10,000,000 feet of 
drain tile was shipped into the state, 
mirking a total of more than 25,000,000 
feet of tile lald in the twelve months 
ending on January 1, or enough, if set 
end to end. to reach’a distance of 2.887 
miles. The amount of land drained 
was at least 40,000 acres, which as a 
reclamation project compares quite fa- 
vorably with what has been going on 
at the foot of the Ruckies. 

An enterprising statistician has fig- 
ured out what this work means in 
terms of wheat production. This new- 
ly drained land, according to his esti- 
mate, {s capable of adding at least 
700,000 bushels to Michigan's annual 
yield. In determining this yield, it was 
ussumed that the large tile was used. 
mostly to drain ground that hitherto 
has not produced crops. Enough of 
this tile was put in to carry off the wy 
ter from 16,000 acres of new lund. 
‘There is reason to believe also that at 
least 4,000 acres of the 24,000 acres 
drained by the small tle, was: new 
land, or low spots which no crops were 
being rafsed before drainage was at- 
tempted, This gives us 20,000 acres 
ef new Innd drained and a similar 
amount of land upon which crop pro- 
duction has been inerensed by drain- 
age. Inasmuch as arreas requiring 
drainage are aS a rule some of our 
most fertile lands, it has been assumed 
that tt. new land drained will produce 
at least 25 bushels of whent to the 
acre, or its equivalent, and that on the 
old land, the yleld will be increased 
at least ten bushels to the acre. 

Nor ts the work done yet. Already 
there nre evidenees that reclamation 
will go on. this year just as briskly. 
if not more so, than was the case x 
year ago, and the questions coming 
up are not so much questions of the

"The size of tile to bé tised in any In- 
stance will depend pon “the’arca: from 
which ft 1s to carry ‘watey“and upon 
whether it [8 to catry:away only: the:ex- 
cess of water due to: rainfall on “this 
area, or whether there is added other 
water brought in by springs or surface 
drainage or seepage from adjacent 
areas. © 

At is hardly advisable, all things con- 
sidered, to use tile as small as 2 inches 
in diameter. ‘The following general 
statements, which are quoted from O, 
G. Elliott, apply to average conditions: 

“When drains are laid so that there 
Shall be a fall. of three inches per 100 
feet; a 3-inch tile will drain five acres 
and should not be of greater length 
than 1,000 feet. 

“A 4inch tile will drain 12 acres, 

“A 6-lnch tile will drain 20 acres. 

“A 6-inch tile will drain 40 acres. 

“A T-inch tile will drain 60 acres. 

“A long drain has a less carrying ca- 
pacity than a short drain of the same 
size laid. upon the same grade. 

"It is seen that if a long drain Is to 
be laid, and especially if this drain be 
8 main receiving water from laterals 
or other sub-mains, it will be necessary 
from time to time to increase the size 
of the tile luid as the drain approaches 
the outlet.” 

By glying careful attention to the ca- 
pacity of the various sizes of tile it is 
possible to exerctse considerable econ- 
omy in the use of the tile laid ‘a any 
systen. 


Depth. 

Tt is desirable that tle dsrtys shal) 
He about three feet below the surface. 
It someiimes happens that in fields 
with uneven surfaces, or where it is 
difficult to get the proper amount of 
fall, the tile must be laid in places as 
close to the surface as 18 inches. Tile 
Placed too near the surface is subject 
to freezing, and freezing may result it 
the cracking of the tile or in causing 
a shaling of the tile, which is likely to 
result fn its complete collapse. 4 
depth of less than three feet fatis to 
give to the roots of the crap a sufficient 
amount of room for. development. 

Distance Apart of Drains. 

In very henvy clays it may be neces- 
sary to place tile drains net over thir- 
ty feet apart, while in very open soils 
they may be placed as far ‘as a-100 feet 
apart. 

In muck soils ther may be placed 
from 60 to 80 feet apart. 

In ordinary loams they may be 
placed from 40 to GO feet apart. 

Yifty feet apart is probably a fair 
uverage. 

Where the soil fs underlaid with a 
heavier sub-soil tying so near the sur- 
face that the tile must he set down 
into it, the drains must be placed closer 
together than would be necessary if the 
sub-soil were More nearly like the soil 
above in openness, 

Tile. 

Two general kinds of tile are to be 
found on the market. the so-called com- 
mon or porous tile and glized tile. 
Both of these are manufactured In 
lengths of 12 inches and in diameters 
ranging frow 3 inches up to 15 or more. 
Oceasionally we find tile manufac- 
tured in diameters of 2 inches. The 
2-inch tile. however, {s not much used 
at this time. 

The giuzed tile Is doubtless - more 
durable than the porous, but a well 
burned porous tile made of good ma- 
terial will last for centuries if placed 
below the frost line, 

Even the best made porous tile Is 
likely to shell if subjected to freezing, 
and goth the porous and the glazed 
tile will crack if the water filling them 
should freeze. 

Within the past few years the manu- 
facture of cement tlle has become 
somewhat commog, and several .ma- 
chines for the manufacture of cement 
tile are mow on the market. There are 
cases reported of cement tile that has 
been used for many years, twenty or 
more, and it appears ta he as good ar 
it was at the time of making. 


Club Root of Cabbage. 

Club root of cabbage shows ftself as 
awellings on both the lafge and the 
amal} roots. It is caused by a parasite 
which takes the nourishment intended 
for the plants and leaves them. stunted 
and sickly. Once introduced into the 
soil this parasite may live for many 
years and attack other members of the 
cabbage family, Ike the cauliflower, 
turnip and rutabaga.

CHAIRMAN AITKIN, OF. DIS- 
TRICT BOARD, POINTS 
OUT THE LAW TO 
THEM. 


Chairman Aitkin, of the district 
board, said today: 

“It has been called to the attention 
of our district board that there are 
several persous ih this district, sub- 
ject to registration, who did not reg- 
ister, We undertand that they were 
in the military service of the United 
States June 5th, 1917, and for that 
reason, did not register. The board 
invites the attention of such persons 
to the fact that on leaving the service 
itis their dnty to immediately repis- 
ter and receive their questionnaires. 
The cause of their leaving is not ma- 
terial. The selective service law pro- 
vides that persous who wilfully fail 
or refuse to present themselves for 
registration shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and shal!, upon conviction, 
be punished by imprisonment for one 
year and shall also thereupon. be duly 
registered. The district board would 
advise all persons, 80 subject to reg- 
istration, to promptly present them: 
selves to their respective local boards 
and save prosecution at the hands of 
the federal autHorities. 

“Every farmer who has been given 
Weferred classification by the district 
board will be expected to continne in 
the farming business. Should he dis» 
continue, or lack in efficiency, he will 
be aubject to re-classification. This 
rule will apply to those engaged in 
industrial enterprises,”’

STATE WAR BOARD TO BUY 
SHEEP FOR MICHIGAN 
FARMERS. 


Establishes a Fund of $10,000; 
Will Self To Farmers 
At Cost. 


Michigan is going to assist the smal-j. 


ler farmera of the states to secure 
herds of sheep, the war prepardness 
board today having appropriated $10,- 
000 for this purpose. 

This money is to form a “revolving 
fund” forthe purchase of sheep in 
lots of one or more. car loads to be 
shipped to any vicinity where farmers 
wants sheep in car load lots or less, 
but where the community agrees to 
take the ful! shipment. 

The sheep are to be sold outright to 
the farmers, at exact cost, so that the 
$10,000 fund will remain intact for the 
purchase of other lots as needed. 

This plan of introducing sheep in- 
to the state has been urged by Sec- 
retary Marston, of the Northeastern 
Michigan Development bureau, and by 
A.C, Carton, secretary of the Public 
domain coiumission, and also a north- 
eastern Michigan man. 

“I believe that there are many com- 
munities which will take advantage of 
the offer of the state,” said Secretary 
Marston today. ‘In fact I am already 
in communication with the people of 
one town and hope to place the firat 
order with the state within a day or 
two, The Development bureau will 
be glad to assist any farmers in our 
district who wish to get in on thia off- 
er. The advantage of the proposition 
is that the state will have exceptional 
buying facilities and wil! be in better 
position to secure prompt and safe 
shipment than will the individual buy- 


er,’’
